Church, South, convened in its twenty-ninth session in the E. Church, South, 
in the city of Clarendon, Ark., at !> a. m., Dec. 1st, 1898, Bishop H. C. Morrison 
presiding and conducting the opening religious services.

The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the fourth window from the 
pulpit, and the Conference voted to meet at 9:45 a. m. and adjourn at 12 m. 

Communications from the Publishing House, Board of Missions, Sunday 
School Board, Vanderbilt University, and Secretary of Epworth League Board, 
were read and referred to their respective Conference Boards. 

Communication from the Secretary of Board of Education was referred to the 
Conference Board without reading. 

Revs. Dr. Andrew Hunter, James Thomas, R. H. Poynter and J. M. Work- 
man, of Little Rock Conference; W. N. Gibson and R. A. Robinson, of the St. 
Louis Conference; F. S. H. Johnston of Arkansas Conference; R. A. Holloway, 
transferred from the P'lorida Conference; James New, transferred from Memphis 
Conference — were introduced to the Conference. 





Under Question 20 the names of J. C. Ritter, J. J. Alexander, J. D. Rutledge, 
R. M. Manly, T. J. Settle and F. Ritter, were called, their characters passed, and 
on motion their names were referred to the committee on Conference Relations, to 
be continued in the superannuated relation. 

G. A. Dannelly’s name was called, his character passed, a letter from him 
was read fo the Conference, a collection amounting to »$21.01 was raised for him, 
and his name was referred to the committee on Conference Relation for the super- 
annuated relation. 

W. R. Foster’s character passed and he asked to be given an appointment. 

R. G. Brittain’s character passed and his name was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Conference relations for the superannuated relation. 

J. S. Watson’s character passed and the Bishop announced that he had been 
transferred to the St. Louis Conference. 

Dr. Atkins, Sunday School Secretary, and Dr. J. D. Hammond, Secretary 
Board of Education, were introduced to the Conference and addressed the body 
in behalf of the respective interests which they represent. 

A communication from the Anti- Saloon League was, without reading, re- 
ferred to the Committee on Temperance, and a report from A. C. Millar, Presi- 
dent of Hendrix College, was referred to the Conference Board of Education with- 
out reading. 

Committee on Public Worship announced that Rev. James Thomas would 
preach at the Methodist church at 3 p. m., and at night there would be a Mission- 
ary Anniversary addressed by Dr. A. P. Parker and Bishop Morrison. 

After various announcements. Conference adjourned with benediction by 
Dr. Andrew Hunter. 



SECOND DAY-FRIDAY, DEC. 2, 1898. 

Conference was called to order by Bishop Morrison, at 8:45 a. m., and the 
opening religious services were conducted by W. R. Foster. 

The roll was called and the following members and delegates answered to

A communication was read from Rev. F. E. Taylor, recently transferred 
from this to the Missouri Conference. 

Under Question 20, character of W. W. Hendrix was passed, and he was con- 
tinued in supernumerary relation. 

Under Question 1, William F. Rhew from Searcy District, Charles Henry 
Newman and John David Kelly from the Batesville District, stood approved ex- 
aminations and were admitted on trial. 

A communication from the Secretary of Board of Church Extension was read 
and referred to Conference Board. i 

Under Question 3, W. R. McAlister was discontinued at his own request. 

Under Question 2, A. E. Horton andC. L. Castleberry reported their charges, 
their characters passed, but not having been before the committee, they were con- 
tinued in the class of the First year.

A motion to authorize the Secretary to have the xMinutes printed as early as 
possible and at least within four weeks, and that the Conference Boards make up 
the deficit for printing, was laid on the table for the time. 

The following resolution was read by W. B. Ricks, and after a brief address 
b) Rev. J. R. Cason of the Little Rock Conference, the Conference voted to ap- 
point a committee from this Conference: 

Whereas, the Little Rock Conference at its recent session appointed a com- 
mittee of three to act with like committees from the Arkansas and White River 
Conferences for the purpose of organizing a Board of Trustees to represent the 
Methodism of this State in providing for orphans; therefore be it 

Aesoh^ed, That we are in hearty sympathy with this movement and that we 
request the Bishop to appoint a committee of three to represent this Conference in 
the constitution of said Board of Trustees.

The Committee on Public Worship announced that Rev. E. H. Tabor would 
preach at 3 o’clock at the Methodist church, and that the Church Extension Anni- 
versary would be held to-night. 

The usual announcements were made, and the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction by Z. T. Bennett. 



THIRD DAY, SATURDAY, DEC. 3, 1898. 

Bishop Morrison called the Conference to order at 8:45 a. m. and Dr. 
Andrew' Hunter conducted the opening religious services. 

The mintues of yesterday’s session -were read and approved. 
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Under Question 4, E. H. Wallace reported his work, his examination was ap- 
proved and he was elected to Deacons’ orders. 

A communication from Rev. M. B. Corrigan, now of Little Rock Confer- 
ence, stating that he had lost his credentials and asking for a duplicate, was read. 
On motion Conference granted the duplicate. 

Under Question 18, W, R, Foster’s name was referred to the Committee on 
Conference Relations for a superannuated relation. 

Under Question 10, Charles Henry Newman, William Richard Albright, rec- 
ommended by the Batesville District Conference, were elected to Deacons’ orders. 

Under Question 14, William Taylor Atkinson, recommended by the Batesville 
District Conference, was elected to Elders’ orders. 

Under Question 19, What preachers have died during the year? None. 

Under Question 0, R. H. Holloway, from the Florida Conference, W. B. 
Hays, from the Arkansas Conference, and J. B. New from the Memphis Confer- 
ence, were announced as transferred to the White River Conference. 

Under Question 1, John Thomas Self, recommended by the Union City Dis- 
trict, Memphis Conference, stood approved examination and was admitted on 
trial. 

The time for receiving the class for admission into full connection having 
arrived. Bishop Morrison called W. M. Wilson, W. P. Talkington, Keener R. 
Durham, Z. D. Lindzey, and E. H. Wallace to the chancel, propounded to them 
the usual disciplinary questions, and after addressing them in a most felicitous and 
appropriate manner, they were admitted into full connection. 

The Statistical Secretary read his report, which was adopted. 

Bishop Morrison asked for a statement from the Presiding Elders as to the 
work of the Woman’s Foreign and Home Mission Societies, and they made en- 
couraging reports from their several Districts. 

Bishop Morrison made an urgent and eloquent appeal to the Conference in be- 
half of these societies; also in behalf of the circulation of the Church Papers, 
notably the Nashville Advocate and our own Conference organ. 

M. M. Smith made a few brief remarks concerning the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sion Society. 

The president announced W. B. Ricks, M. M. Smith and H. B. Cox as the 
Committee on the Board of Trustees to provide for orphans. 

Fred Little, W. M. Wilson and R. M. Henderson were appointed on the 
Epworth League Board. 

The following resolution was read by J. S. Brooke: 

Whereas, several of the preachers filling charges in the bounds of our Con- 
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ference have not received anything like the amount of one hundred dollars each 
for their labors; therefore be it 

Resolved by this Conference, that a collection be taken at a proper time to 
be divided among such brethren. S. L. Cochran, 

J. S. Brooke. 

On motion, to-morrow at the 11 o’clock service at the Methodist church, was 
selected as the time for the above mentioned collection. 

Revs. A. C. Millar, president of the Hendrix College, and R. W. McKay of 
the Little Rock Conference, were introduced to the Conference. Bro. McKay 
then addressed the Conference in behalf of the Little Rock Conference Training 
School at Fordyce, and President Millar made an address in behalf of Hendrix 
College. 

Under Question 45, Searcy was selected as the place for the next session of 
the Conference. 

The resolution touching the printing of the minutes, which was laid on the 
table yesterday, was taken up. A substitute was offered and adopted and a col- 
lection was taken to make out the balance, amounting, in two efforts, to .$20.92. 

The time of adjournment was extended by vote of Conference. 

Conference voted to meet at 3 p. m. this afternoon, and the Bishop appointed 
Dr. J. H. Dye to preside at the afternoon session. 

Committee on Public Worship announced that the Educational Mass-Meeting 
would be held to-night, addressed by Revs. C. C. Godden, J. C. Brown and 
others. 

Various announcements were made, and on motion Conference adjourned with 
benediction by W. R. Foster. 



Afternoon Session, Dec. 3, 1898. 



Pursuant to adjournment. Conference was called to order at 3 o’clock p. m. 
with Dr. J. H. Dye in the chair. Rev. C. C. Godden conducted the opening re- 
ligious services. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

The following resolution from the Board of Missions was read. 

l\.6solv£cl, by the Board of Missions of the White River Conference, that ■ 
there be no mission charges in the bounds of said Conference for the year 1899, 
but that an assessment of sixteen hundred dollars ($1,600) be made for preach- 
ers serving mission charges in the year 1900.

J. S. Brooke offered to amend the resolution by inserting “that there be as few 
missions next year as possible,” instead of the clause “there be no mission charges 
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next year.” The amendment failed to carry : the original motion prevailed and 
the resolution was adopted.

The report of the Trustees of Galloway College was read. Rev. C. C. God- 
den, President of Galloway College, made a few remarks and introduced Hon. J. 
T. Hicks, who addressed the Conference in behalf of Galloway College, and by a 
rising vote, the preachers promised to assist in re-building the College. 

Rev. E. ?.I. Pipkin, of Little Rock Conference, was introduced to the Con- 
ference. 

Committee on Public Worship announced services for to-morrow as follows;

Report of the committee on Books and Periodicals was read and adopted. 

Report of the committee on Temperance was read and adopted. 

Report of the committee on Bible cause was read and adopted. 

Report of the committee on Conference Relations was read and, after amend- 
ment, was adopted. 

Report of the Joint Board of Finance was read and adopted. 

Report of the Board of Education was read and adopted. 

Report of the Board of ^lissionswas read and adopted. 

Motion to reconsider resolution adopted from Board of Missions, against mis- 
sion charges next year, failed. 

M. M. Smith read a resolution especially commending Miss Steele, Lady 
Principal of Galloway College, for her very efficient work, particularly when the 
College was burned.

Report of committee on District Conference Journals was read and adopted. 
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The Bishop presented list of Standing Committees, recommended by the 
Presiding Elders, for the next quadrennium, and they were adopted.

Whereas, without sitting in judgment upon the purity of the motives of those 
who prosecuted the claim, we feel it our duty to repudiate said methods, and that 
so long as we retain the money and the Book Agents retain their position we will 
be understood as endorsing the same; therefore be it 

Resolved, that the White River Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South, endorses the deliverance of our Bishops and pledges hearty support to them 
in their efforts to carry out that purpose; and we request the retirement from office 
of said Book Agents.

After the Conference sang hymn 219, Dr. J. E. Godbey led in prayer, and 
then Bishop Morrison with appropriate remarks read the appointments of the 
preachers and pronounced the benediction.

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APPENDICES. 

ON EXfi/niNATIONS. 

The Course of Study prescribed by the Bishops for our young men is aneces- 
.sity in their equipment for the ministry. They should be made to feel this fact. 
But there is perhaps no better way of accomplishing this end than by enforcing 
that provision of the Discipline which requires satisfactory examinations upon the 
Course of Study. This is not being done. Our examinations are too carelessly 
arranged and conducted. They are defective; in some instances they are a mere 
farce. Let this be said no longer to the shameful discredit of the White River Con- 
ference. Therefore, be it resolved: 

1 . That our examining committees be required to read and prepare the Course 
of Study themselves. A committee cannot examine others in books which it has 
not even read itself. 

2. That we recommend written examinations as far as possible, and that un- 
dergratuates be required to answer, upon an average, Co per cent, of questions 
asked, or not be permitted to pass. 

3. That Presiding Elders in carrying out 11115, Sec. 3, Chap. 2 of the Dis- 
cipline be required to aid undergraduates in arranging their course of study, and 
to render them all possible assistance in its prosecution. 

4. That examining committees make beforehand .specific arrangements as to 
time and place for conducting examinations, and thus prevent confusion and delay.

We are very glad, indeed, to have had with us. Dr. J. D. Hammond, the 
worthy and able Corresponding Secretary. His lectures and talks have been in- 
teresting and instructive. A communication from him indicates progress in 
educational interests throughout the bounds of our Church. 

The Board is now well established, with a well defined policy, and in excel- 
lent working condition, with definite objects before it. They should have the 
sympathy and co-operation of the whole Church in their efforts to correlate the 
various institutions of learning, so that there may be greater unity of effort and 
uniformity of operation, which would doubtless result in rapid and permanent 
progress. 

HAYGOOD MEMORIAL HALL. 

With pleasure we note that the work is nearing completion, and would urge 
upon all who have subscribed to this noble enterprise to pay said subscriptions at 
the earliest possible date. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

It is gratifying to note the continued pro.sperity of this very important institu- 
tion of learning, especially the Biblical Department, and as it has now become the 
property of the entire Church, and its government is under the control of the 
General Conference, we would recommend — 

1st. That the Conference pledge it such help as it may at any time be able 
to render.

COLLECTIONS. 

\Ve would suggest that the pastors give all diligence to collect in full all 
educational assessments, and that the first Sunday in May be set apart as a day for 
preaching a Special Sermon on Education, as required by the Discipline, and for 
taking the collection for the cause of education. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

There are two things especially gratifying in reference to the present condition 
of this noble Institution — 

1st. The satisfactory character of the work done by the faculty, and the 
increased patronage and good deportment of the students, from 1 resident A. C. 
Millar we gather these facts and figures: For the session ending June the 8th, 

1808, the enrollment was 100, as follows: Men, 141; women, 10. Resident, 

a8: non-resident, 122. Ministerial, 23; minister’s children, 10. 

2d. The good prospects of the speedy payment of the debt that has so long 
embarrassed the College. The Church in Arkansas owes Rev. F. S. H. Johnston, 
Financial Agent, and his faithful and efficient assistant. Rev. E. A. Tabor, a debt of 
lasting gratitude for what they have done in providing for the payment of this debt 
and the way in which it was done. We endorse the re-appointment of Rev. F. S. 
II. lohnston as Financial Agent. The Board recommends the re-election of M. 
M. Smith as Trustee. 

ACADEMIES. 

As the people of Imboden, a thrifty town of 500 population in Lawrence coun- 
tv, have made partial arrangements to offer a 15 acre campus and 8>10, 000 cash for 
an .Academy to be located at that place, and as Imboden is a proper location for 
an Academy, we therefore recommend that this Conference accept the proposition 
and authorize the College Trustees to establish the Academy when the people of 
Imboden have consummated the arrangements and made to them a legal tender 
of campus and money. 

Resoh'cd, That the thanks of this Conference are due and hereby tendered to 
the people of Imboden for their generous and liberal offer. 

Resolved, That the trustees be and are hereby authorized to continue to lo- 
cate Academies, as they have opportunities, at suitable places. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

It is a just cause for profound gratitude that this noble institution of learning 
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enjoyed such great prosperity during the scholastic year ending last May. The 
enrollment was good; the deportment of the student body was excellent; the fac- 
ulty faithful and competent; the President, Dr. C. C. Godden, wise in council and 
management; the lady principal, Miss Steel, a consecrated Christian, and devoted 
to her work. Such conditions insure good results, and we are not surprised that 
the Board of Trustees Should be able to make the following good report: 

“The financial prosperity of Galloway College is commensurate with its suc- 
cess along other lines. After paying all running expenses for the year 1897-98, 
there was a balance of $3,000.00 in the treasury to be devoted to repairs, to the 
demands incident to the canvass, to the equipment necessary for the following year 
— the residue to go to the payment upon the debt.” 

The trustees further state that the property is worth $00,000.00. 

The College opened last September with increased patronage and brighter 
prospects than ever before, and continued its work, with 250 students, in fine 
health and spirits, until Sunday, November 27, when the consuming flames de- 
voured the main building and its furnishings, together with the trunks and cloth- 
ing of the students. 

But the wisdom of the President, and the kindness and generosity of the citi- 
zenship of Searcy, improvised the best possible arrangements, and there was not 
a day lost. Galloway is neither dead nor out-doors, but continues her career of 
usefulness. * 

We, your Board, therefore recommend the following : 

1st. That the Board of Trustees take such steps as they, in their good judg- 
ment think proper, to rebuild at the earliest date practicable. 

2d. That they put a suitable man for financial agent in the field at once to 
raise money to assist in rebuilding, and use such other agencies to secure means 
as they think proper. 

3d. That every preacher (and member who will) not only co-operate with 
the agent, but secure all the assistance he can at as early a date as possible. 

4th. Resolved^ That the thanks of this Conference are hereby tendered to the 
good people of Searcy for their kindness to^he School, and assistance given the 
faculty, both in providing homes for the students and the temporary provisions for 
carrying on the work, and their timely efforts to have the college rebuilt. 

We recommend the appointment of J- C. Brown for Conference Educational 
Secretary.

We, you r committee on Epvvorth Leagues, respectfully submit the following 
report : 

The year that has passed, we regret to inform you, has been marked by no in- 
crease of Chapters of the League, but a sensible decrease of membership; and we 
are compelled to give it as our judgment that the League has not been in a pros- 
jierous condition in our Conference during the year. It is also complained that the 
League is doing little of distinctively spiritual work, its activities being confined 
largely to raising money for the poor. 

Believing that the organization of District Leagues w’ould aid in stimulating 
them to greater effort, we recommend the holding of the same in Jonesboro, Bates- 
ville and Searcy Districts.

MARY MALLITA MANLY. 

Sister Mary Mallita Manly, wife of Rev. I. B. Manly, only 
22 years of age, the mother of two sweet children — Millard, the son, 
and Inez, the daughter — a beautiful, cultured, pious, faithful wife 
and mother, fell “asleep in Jesus” December 29, 1897. Her biog- 
raphy is brief, but there are some facts in her life worthy of chronicle, 
and some traits of her character worthy of imitation. She was born 




near Conway, Faulkner county, Ark., February 23, 1875. Her 
mother died when she was quite young, and at this early age of 11 
years she assumed the duties of the home. These early years of her 
life, laden with domestic responsibility, were a providential prepara- 
tion for that life of self-denying toil, which she chose to lead as the 
wife of an itinerant Methodist preacher. As a student at school, she 
was diligent and apt; as a teacher, she developed gifts which se- 
cured her a place in the school at Heber, Ark., which place she re- 
tained as long as she wanted it. She spent one year at Galloway 
College, studying music and elocution. She was married to Bro. 
Manly June 25, 1895, by Rev. H. T. Gregory. Her religious life 
began with her conversion at the age of 14, during a Baptist meeting, 
at Jamestown, Ark., and one year later she joined the M. E. Church, 
South, at Heber, Ark. 

In 1897, she professed Sanctification, and the following are the 
words of her uniform testimony : “1 do know that I love the Lord 
with all my heart, soul and strength. If there is anything I am not 
willing to do or give up for Him, I do not know it. I do want all 
my time given to Him and His service.” Her consistent and beau- 
tiful Christian life is left, as a priceless heritage, to her bereaved hus- 
band, two sweet children and many friends. We should thank God 
for such lives as hers. 

We wish to say to Brother Manly, weep not; you will see her 
again. Not pale and cold in death, as when you last saw her on 
earth, clothed in white robes for the tomb; but you will see her in 
“robes washed and made white in the blood of the Lamb.” May 
God give you grace to walk in cheerful resignation the valley of 
mourning, and bring you at last to join your sainted wife in those 
heavenly mansions of rest, prepared for all the faithful in Christ 
Jesus.
